Henry  R.  Poore,  A.  N.  A.,  was  born  at  Newark,  N.  J.  He 
studied  with  Peter  Moran,  and  at  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of 
the  Fine  Arts  in  Philadelphia,  the  National  Academy  of  Design, 
in  New  York,  and  with  Luminais  and  Bouguereau  in  Paris.  He 
was  awarded  a  $2,000  cash  prize  at  a  Competitive  Prize  Fund 
Exhibition  in  New  York  City  in  1888,  and  the  same  year  received 
the  Second  Hallgarten  Prize  at  the  National  Academv  of  Design. 
In  1901  he  received  a  bronze  medal  at  the  Pan-American  Expo¬ 
sition,  Buffalo,  and  in  1904  a  silver  medal  from  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition.  Mr.  Poore  is  an  Associate  of  the  National 
Academy,  and  a  member  of  the  Art  Club  of  Philadelphia,  the 
Philadelphia  Sketch  Club,  the  Salmagundi  and  Lotos  Clubs  of 
New  York,  and  Instructor,  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts. 
He  is  a  writer  on  art  as  well  as  a  painter.  His  work  on  “Pictorial 
Composition,”  published  in  New  York  recently,  explains  the  prin¬ 
ciples  which  enter  into  the  making  of  a  picture.

Joseph  Pennell  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  July  4th,  1860. 
In  addition  to  being  the  foremost  American  etcher,  he  has 
achieved  fame  as  a  writer  and  illustrator.  His  work  was 
awarded  a  gold  medal  at  the  Paris  Exposition  and  he  has  been 
the  recipient  of  many  other  honors.  His  work  is  familiar  to 
the  readers  of  modern  magazines  through  his  charming,  illus¬ 
trated  stories  of  travels  in  quaint  places.  In  collaberation  with 
his  wife,  Elizabeth  Pennell,  has  recently  been  published  “The 
Life  of  Whistler”  of  whom  Mr.  Pennell  was  a  close  and  life¬ 
long  friend.  Mr.  Pennell  will  come  to  Toledo  in  February  and 
deliver  a  lecture  on  Whistler  before  the  members  of  the  Toledo 
Museum  of  Art.  In  view  of  this  important  event,  this  collection 
of  his  work  will  be  doubly  interesting.  The  etchings  now 
hung  were  purchased  by  the  St.  Louis  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
and  were  loaned  to  us  by  that  institution  pending  their  installa¬ 
tion.
